BULL FIG H T. 


A correspondent of the Morning H erald, gives the 
following interesting, although cruel account of a bull­ 
fight, which took place at Madrid on the 
2 ’2d u I t : 
‘l<An incident occurred at the bull-fight on M onday, 
which, though not exactly in place in a political corres­ 
pondence, excites more attention here than ail the di­ 
plomatic intrigues, which are so m ean in 
reality, and 
look so formidable on paper. 
T h e largest and fiercest 
bull which has been seen in the Plaza this season con­ 
vulsed the spectators with delight, by killing six horses 
within almost 
as m any minutes. 
T h e picador Sevilla, 
whose arm is liko iron and who has a heart ot steel, 
after being thrice unhorsed, attacked the enem y again, 
and unfortunately let the bull pass inside him,— that is 
to say, between him and the barrier which surrounds 
the Plaza, and which the toreros leap over when hotly 
pursued. 
Tftfi bull' as if aw are of his advantage, 
rushed at him with overwhelming force, 
and knocked 
our Sevilla and his horse 
as a child knocks down a 
nine-pin, and then, after plunging his horns twice into 
the poor brute, rushed at the 
m an brute, who was 
»truggiing to 
disengage 
himself from 
the horse.— 
In 
vain 
the toreros, with their scarfs, threw them in 
the bull’s eyes, and practised all the artifices by which 
he is usually drawn from his fallen victim, as his fury is 
directed' against the colored silk, and not against the 
hand that waves it,— the furious beast made two at­ 
tempts to toss the m an, but each time ho missed his 
m ark and gored the horse. 
H e was bending his neck 
for a final effort, which would have sent the picador to 
the other world, when the celebrated Matador Montes 
rushed from the crow d of chuios and laid hold o f the 
bull’s tail, and absolutely by pulling at it and hanging 
on it with his whole weight, called off the bull’s atten­ 
tion, and enabled the other toreros to bear aw ay their 
companion without injury. 
T h e bull became still more 
furious at tins new assault, and turned round and round, 
and galloped about, endeavoring to get rid of ibis strange 
assailant, but Montes, yielding to every m ovem ent, held 
on till the animal w as in a degree spent with exertion, 
w hen he let loose his grasp, aud stood facing the bull, 
as if overawing him by his eye, while the other stood 
pausing and glaring on him, but not daring to advance. 
In the meantime the ten thousand people, including ev­ 
ery rank in society, w ere in an agony of fear and de­ 
light, a cry was heard on every side, when the picador 
w as about to be struck, and then the w hole audience 
arose, waving kerchiefs and clapping hands, when they 
saw their favorite spring from the ranks and exercute 
this daring manoevre. 
A breathless anxiety next prevailed for the safety of 
Montes, but when they saw him 
triumphant, and the 
m ad bull almost tam ed by his power, they grew frantic 
in applause, and I thought they would have torn up 
the benches with joy, while Montes stood composed 
before the bull, taking off his little black cap, and ac­ 
knowledging with composure the plaudits o f the bouse. 
It is a horrible sport, but it is so highly exciting, that 
one is draw n to it in spite o f our better feelings— and 
so far does habit overcome nature, that I have seen the 
gentlest maidens of Spain thrill with delight on behold­ 
ing some shocking spectacles of a horse gored to 
death, or standing all bruised and bleeding to support 
liis rider in a fresh encounter. 
Poor Montes, in after­ 
wards killing this bull, was within a point of losing his 
life, but he escaped with a slight scratch. 
A sudden 
twist in the bull’s course, as he drove the sword at his 
neck, flung the weapon into the air, and enabled the 
bull to catch his arm with the point of one horn. M on­ 
tes did not mind it, but w hen he gave another thrust 
the shock was too great, and he was obliged to retire 
to the surgeon, who is always in attendance. 
Montes 
is a light figure, about five feet six, and weighing eleven 
stone.

is unquestionably the greatest man iu 
Spain.
